SPEAKERS LISTED FOR APRIL 22 ARE: KENYA, POLAND, AUSTRALIA. 
AUSTRIA, PAKISTAN, FINLAND, CYPRUS AND AFGHANISTAN. 

BHUTAN— IN BRIEF STATEMENT BHUTAN PERMREP 
SANGYE PENIOR EMPHASIZED THAT SURVUVAL OF LEAST DEVELOPED, 
LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES IS IN PERIL. OIL PRICES HAVE 
PARTICULARLY AFFECTED BHUTAN WHERE ROAD TRANSPORT IS 
ONLY EFFECTIVE MEANS OF COMMUNICATION. PENIOR SUGGESTED 
THE UN CONSIDER CREATING SPECIAL FUND FOR PAYMENT OF 
INTERNATIONAL COMPENSATION TO SERIOUSLY AFFECTED LDC'S 
TO TIDE OVER CURRENT CRISIS. HE CITED IRAN'S INITIATIVE 
AS ONE TO BE EMULATED BY OTHERS. 

UNITED ARAB EMIRATES— MINSTATE FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
GHOBASH PREDICTABLY DEFENDED RISE IN PRICE OF OIL, CALLING 
IT QUITE MODERATE BY CRITERIAN OF ITS REPLACEMENT COST IN 
SYNTHETIC OIL. DC S HAVE FOR YEARS BEEN ENIOYING WHAT 
HE TERMED "CONSUMERS' SURPLUSES" REPRESENTING DIFFERENCE

MALAYSIA -MINISTER WITHOUT PORTFOLIO KHIR JOHARI OUTLINED

PREVIOUS PIECEMEAL EFFORTS RATHER THAN COMPREHENSIVE 
APPROACH. HE ASSERTED THAT OPEC COUNTRIES' UNILATERAL

EGYPT— MINISTER OF PETROLEUM AND MINERAL WEALTH HIT, AT .'S 
SPEECH WAS POLEMICAL IN TONE BUT HE ESCHEWED EXTREMIST 
RECOMMENDATIONS. HE EMPHASIZED THAT MAIOR POWERS HAVE 
WITHIN THEIR OWN TERRITORIES MORE THAN 90 PERCENT OF
